FRANKFURT, Germany (AP) 


—A former Auschwitz prisoner 
testified Monday that women 
inmates at Uic Nazi concentra- 
tion camp often "preferred lo 
die with the children clasped to 
their breasts than lake the op- 
portunity lo live and work a I 
Auschwitz." 


Dr. Otto Wolken, GO, a Vien- 


nese physician, wept as he told 
Germany's largest war crimes 
Irial that healthy young moth- 
ers, "given the chance lo work 
at Auschwitz, often chose to die 
with their children." 


"Children were automatically 


sent to the pas chambers," Dr. 
Wolken told Uie trial here of 22 
former SS guards and function- 
aries at the Nazi concentration 
camp. 


Dr. 
Wfilkou, a physk'ian-in- 


male iti (tic camp, said he wit- 
nessed one such scene in July 


11H4, when mothers refused to 
be parted for their children;

Service cliicf, whose column appears five 
limes a week on the editorial page of 
The Daily Record, lias won a minor leg- 
islative victory in Harrisbtii'tr, where he 
has been reporting the affairs of the 
commonwealth for 25 years. 


In a series of articles exposing the 


machinations of the Philadelphia traffic 
court, Denison asked for a legislative 
Inquiry into the many complaints he 
Mid some rural Pennsylvania legislators 
received from upstate- 
citizens 
who 


swear they were not 
In Philadelphia 


when they allegedly committed traffic 
violations. 


A resolution introduced in the House 


of Representatives in Harrislnirg de- 
mands an investigation to decide if the 
numerous false traffic tickets arc the 
result of "human error" or a "fraud — 
either intentional or otherwise." 


The resolution is sponsored by Reps. 


Krwin L. Murray, Democrat of Camer- 
on County, Percy G. Foor. Republican of 
Bedford; Austin M. Harrier. Republican 
of Clearview; and Russell K. Ileadlce, 
Democrat of Greene, It is now in the 
House Rules Committee. 


The incidence of these false traffic 


tickets is so high that it is hard to be- 
lieve that all of them are due to "human 
error." If the City of Philadelphia were 
using computers, we might be able to 
blame it all on "those crazy machines." 
JSut ordinary people don't make so many 
mistakes ordinarily and still keep their 
jobs. 


We think a legislative investigation 


or a study of the charges by the attor- 
ney general's office is well worth while. 


But the investigation should not be 


limited to Philadelphia. One Pocono 
Mountain 
resident reported 
to this 


newspaper that he had received a traf- 
fic ticket from the City of Pittsburgh 
although he was not there on the day of 
the alleged infraction. 


H would bo a good idea to investigate 


Pittsburgh authorities also. 


While the legislature is deciding what 


to do about the problem, the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Justice has issued 
this advice 
to 
those 
unjustly sum- 


moned : 


Swear out an affidavit with a justice 


of the peace or some other qualified au- 
thority stating that yon were not in the 
city at the time you were supposed to 
have committed a traffic violation.

Sabotage In North Viet Nam 


Speculators In Wheat 


The Johnson administration is semi- 


ing up trial balloons on n change of pol- 
icy in South Viet Nam. It is suggested 
that the United States might approve 
and encourage South Vietnamese at- 
tacks into North Viet Nam. 


The idea would be to send small par- 


ties of guerillas and saboteurs to blow 
up key industrial facilities, railroad and 
communication centers, and to put the 
North Vietnamese Communists on the 
defensive in their own territory. 


It amounts to retaliation in kind for 


what the Communists are 
doing in 


South Viet Nam, where Americans are 
training and fighting with loyal South 
Vietnamese. 


Such sabotage and guerilla fighting 


in North Viet Nam should of course be 
carried on by South Vietnamese with- 


out direct American involvement. 


Hut it is time we started fighting this 


war with the same tactics employed !>y 
(he North 
Vietnamese Communists. 


They are supplying, supporting and en- 
couraging the Viet Cong but they have 
been successful in keeping the war m 
South Viet Nam. 


The Johnson administration should 


decide quickly to adopt a more aggres- 
sive policy in South Viet Nam and to 
encourage across-the-border raids. 


And we hope President Johnson will 


soon clear away the conflicting policies 
alx>ut American plans for future sup- 
port of the war there. The President 
should make a special address to the na- 
tion on American policy in Sou Hi Viet 
Nam. 
What is it ? Where arc we go-

Numbers alone do not indicate 
the severity of the circulatory 
condition. For the physician, 
the blood pressure readings are 
only additional guides for diag- 
nosis and treatment.
